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China Preparing 
for Her Defense

Negotiations Still Being Carried on 


in Hope of Keeping Peace With 
Japan—China Prepares to Defend 
Her Capital. 


PEKING, MAY 5.—C'hin.1 is getting ready for Avar. 
While diplomats are still endeavoring to .find a wa\ out M hereby 


Japan can be pacified and China's integrity and honor preserved, 
the army is being put in readiness for action. 


The government \\i\\ concentrate its energies on the defense of 


ihe capital. 
It is conceded the great Japanese army will bo able 


-to overrun much of China, but hopes arc expresed the capital ea-i 
hold out at least for a time. 


Chi'i? hai rejected a majority of the Japanese demands in sharp 


language. 


Japan has been asked to modify these demands so that China's 


integrity will be respected. 


China holds the demand known as "article five" as an insult 


to her. 
This is a demand by Japan that China .shall not grant any 


mining,, railway or other industrial concessions to foreign pu\\ crs 
without first consulting Japan. 


WOULD SURRENDER RIGHTS 


Granting such a demand, the Chinese government says, would 


be in effect a surrender of China's sovereign rights to Japan. 


It is on this very article that China hopes the vaiious nations 


of the world will come to her relief. It violates the treat;? obligations 
between China and the United States, and also between China and 
Great Britain. 


The government would face a revolution should i1 grant the 


Japanese demands without a light, but if Japan takes what she 
wants by force the administration will be much stionger than it now 
is. 


Eeports that the Japanese legation has been notified to be ready 


to leave Peking and to turn its affairs over to the British ambassa- 
dor are current, but cannot be confirmed. 


NINE TRAWLERS SUNK 


LONDON, MAY 5.—German submarines are waging a cam- 


paign of extermination against one o£ England's chief sources of 
food supply.—tlie English fishing fleets in the North sea. In opera - 
lions lasting only seven hours on Monday, submarines sank nine 
trawlers, seven from Hull and two from Grimsby. 


The crews "of all these boats, numbering 82 men, were rescued. 


They were given an opportunity to leave their vessels before the 
submarines opened fire. The crews of the Grimsby trawlers, Rugby 
and Uxbridge, were landed today at Grimsby. 


The crews of the trawlers lolanthe, Hero and Northward Ho 


have landed at Hull, reporting the destruction of th,eir boats by' 
submarines. 


.The crews of the submarines arc using rifles to fire on their 


victims. It is asserted that the submarines are of a new type. 


It is admitted that the readjustment of the British line in Flan 


dcrs, with the consequent adandonmcnt of several positions east o! 
Ypres, marks the extent of the advantages AVOVL by Germany from 
her victory between Ypres and Dixmude. By straightening this line, 
however, Sir John French, the British commander-in-chief, has cut 
off a salient which threatened military disadvantage should the Ger- 
mans attempt another thrust with the reinforcements said to be 
mshing through Belgium. All the German attacks thus far, accord- 
ing to both the British and French official statements, have been shaf- 
te~ed on this new line.

NOVELTY IN WARFARE 


LONDON, MAY 5.—-The first battle in history between aerial 


fighting ships and undersea destroyers has taken place. 


According to an official communication issued tonight in Berlin 


a German "naval airship," in other words a Zeppelin, has sunk a 
British submarine. 


The engagement, says Berlin, took place yesterday in the North 


sea. The airship was speeding toward the shove of England when 
several British submarines were sighted. The Zeppelin circled ovei 
the undersea boats and began dropping bombs. 


The submarines replied to the fire, but despite a bombardment 


lasting several minutes, escaped serious injury, says the report. 


Near the end of the engagement a bomb from the airship struck 


one of the British craft and with the explosion the submarine was 
lifted partially out of the water, then sunk with all on board, it is 
asserted. 


The airship then turned toward its base, where it arrived safely, 


says the official report. 


The British admiralty has issued no statement on the battle 


<md the identity of the submarine has not been divulged. 


ITALY IS UNDECIDED 


ROME, MAY 5.—Another cabinet meeting—the fifth in 
four 


days—was called today by Premier Salandra after a conference be- 
tween Prince von Buelow, Germany's ambassador, and Signor Son- 
nino, the Italian foreign minister. 


When he returned to his villa from the foreign office, Prince von 


Buelow stated that the Austro-Italian negotiation wore pror-eeding 
"favorably and without froction/' lie declared he was thoroughly 
satisfied with the situation. 


Though there was deep interest in today's cabinet meeting, all 


eyes Avere directed toward the celebration of Quarto Sant' Elena, 
where Gabriele d'Annunzio, the poet, was expected to sound a "cali 
to arms" against Austria. 


D'Annunzio's journey to Quarto was that of a national hero 


demonstrations, organized by the interventionists, being made all 
along tho railway from Modena to Genoa.

Washington, May 5—The interstate

tase ia of great importance to rail- 
roads and their employes. The court 
unanimously affirmed a deacon of 
the dibtrxt court \vhich makes it tin- 
la-.. fill tor a railroad to require « 
brakctnan to use a common hand 
bral.e to control the speed of trams 
wnile out on the road. Chairman Me 
hord says that the decision "is a judi- 
cial recognition of the 'safety first' 
doctrine of the highest, and utmost 
importance. 


"Although the safety appliance a<~t 


has been in force for many years this 
is the first decision o£ an appellate 
court which construes the air brake 
provision of the act to exclude tht 
use of hand hrakes in the ord'uaiv 
running of a train," says the state- 
ment 
"This decision, if sustained by 


the supreme court, will have a ten- 
dency to relieve brakemen from the 
dangerous work of handling of brakes 
on the top of cars and from dangers 
aiising in passing over the tops ot 
cars of trains in motion. 


"It must necessarily cut down the 


number of accidents and deaths aris- 
ing from falling from cars and from 
being struck by overhead 
obstruc-
